Local School District Administers Program 


Honest, ABE Gefs 


Back to Basics

"I've 
accomplished a lot, 


educational wise. It helps me in 
my work and it helps those who 
participate reach their goals," 
commented several middle-aged 
men who talked about Adult 
Basic Education, one of three 
local adult education programs 
funded by the Texas Education 
Agency 
and 
administered 


through the local school district. 


The purpose of ABE, the adult 


auto mechanics course and Adult 
Vocational Education courses is 
to help persons with limited 
background find skills which will 
help them better themselves and 
find employment. 


ABE, the largest of the three, is 


to help persons with limited 
education reach the eighth grade 
level of schooling, says Joe Seale, 
school 
superintendent 
and 


program director, and Lee 
Pennington, assistant superin- 
tendent of instruction and 
program supervisor. 


"After 
they 
finish 
this 


program," notes, Seale, "they 
are ready to try for a high school 
equivalancy diploma through 
other 
means 
such 
as 


correspondence courses." 


This is the fifth year for ABE in 


the school system. 


Einmett McCulley, director of 


the vocational program at 
Corsicana High School and 
supervisor of the auto mechanics 
class, says 
that class is 


"designed to train the individual 
who has no type of training or 


skills and who wishes to better 
himself." 


"When they leave us, we like to 


think we can get them into an on- 
the-job training type of em- 
ployment for six months or a 
year. Both the Texas Em- 
ployment 
Agency 
and 
the 


Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee have such a program." 


This is the first year this course 


has been offered here. 


And, of course, the typing and 


bookkeeping courses in the third 
program are designed to give 
persons clerical and bookkeeping 
skills that will help them find 
employment. 


There is no supervisor for these 


two courses, says Seale, because 
the facilities and materials are 
supplied by the 
Manpower 


Training Center and little red 
tape is required. 


TEA budgeted 
the 
ABE 


program $10,508 for 1971. Out of 
this sum, says the supervisor, 
$8,500 goes for personnel and 
service programs, $587 for in- 
structional supplies and $1,421 for 
other expenses such as equip- 
ment, 
travel 
to in-service 


training, 
conferences, 
and 


clerical help. 


Teachers receive $5 an hour for 


three to four hours of teaching a 
week for nine months and aids 
receive $2 an hour for the same 
time. 


Pennington receives $6 an hour 


and said he contributes 10 hours a 
month to the program. Seale gets 
paid nothing for his role, which is 
part of the in-kin services to the 
nrnintatn 
• 


He explained that before the 


contract between the school 
district and TEA was awarded, a 
school 
official 
"in 
some 


capacity" had to agree to take 
charge of the program on school 
time without pay, which is in-kin 
service. 


There is not tuition or fees for 


students enrolled 
in these 


courses. 


In the vocational courses, TEA 


provides 64 percent of the budget, 
with the rest made up with tuition 
for supplies and materials. 


Total budget for this program 


is $650 for 1971, with $460.80 
coming from TEA. The rest, 
$189.20 comes 
from tuition 


charges. 


The two teachers are paid $300 


each for the year's work. 


A little more complicated, the 


auto mechanics course is also 
funded through TEA but under 
the Dallas Skills Center which is 
designed to serve the Dallas 
Metropolitan area, says Mc- 
Culley. 


"It goes to Dallas and then it is 


funnelled down to us," he notes. 
Both he and Paul Slaughter, 
vocational counselor, get paid 
"nominal sums" for proposing 
the programs and seeing that 
they are carried out. "The sum 
varies," 
says 
McCulley, 


"depending on what they have 
left after the course is over." 


Ralph Lambert, who teaches 


the course, gets paid the same 
hourly wage as a master 
mechanic, which he says comes 
to $8,700 for none months. He 
teaches the course for a total of 40 
hours a week. 


Both McCulley and Pennington 


are responsible for visiting the 
classes and seeing that they have 
proper facilities, space, lighting 
materials and other items. 


Pennington also has to keep tab 


on attendance reports, as each 
ABE class has to have 10 enrolled 
and an average of seven at- 
tending daily. 


Twelve 
persons 
will 
be 


graduating from the auto classes 
when it ends Jan. 21. Students are 
in class 40 hours a week, meeting 
from 3:45p.m. to 12:15a.m. for 38 
weeks in the CHS Vocational 
area. "You really have to have a 
willingness for this," notes 
McCulley with reason. 


He says most of the men in this 


class receive a stipend of $40 to 
$43 a week to go to school. This is 
through 
the 
Manpower 


Development Training Act. 


"We work closely with the 


Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee, and the Texas Em- 
ployment Commission," he says. 
"NCAC refers men who need and 
want work to TEC and they refer 
them to us." 


Eleven persons have been 


meeting in each of the two 
vocational education courses, 
bookkeeping and basic typing, 
which are taught by Mrs. Mona 
Walker, a CHS business teacher 
and Miss Doris Williamson, a 
speech therapist at Fannin 
Elementary. 


They meet in the Manpower 


Training Center Monday and 
Tuesday from 7 to 9 pjn. 


The largest of the three, ABE 


offers seven classes. 


The two largest of the seven 


classes are taught at the Man- 
power Center by James Chap- 
man, a Navarro Junior College 
teacher, and L.C. Thomas a 
retired teacher and principal. 
Chapman's class of 22 meets on 
Thursday from 2-5 p.m. and 
Thomas's class of 23 meets 
Tuesday and Wednesday from 9- 
11 a.m. 


Next in size are those taught by 


Birdie Howze, a Corsicana High 
School teacher and Mary Allen, 
director of the Crockett Day Care 
Center. Both meet Monday and 
Tuesday from 7-9 pm. The first 
class meets in the South Park 
Garden Apartments and the 
second meets in the Crockett 
center. Both have 17 students. 


On Tuesday and Thursday, 


Viola Caruthers, 
a retired 


teacher, teaches a class of 15 
from 2-4 pjn. in Pelham. 


The last two classes are taught 


by CHS teachers Lillian Lockerd 
and Arturo Pena. The first is 
taught at Drane Middle School 
with eight persons, with Pena 
taking the classes at Iglesia 
Bautista Calvario, with 11 per- 
sons. Both meet Monday and 
Thursday from 7-9 p.m. 


Total enrollment in ABE is 113, 


but it has an average daily at- 
tendance of 79, as of October, 
1971. 


The teachers are aided by three 


aids in the program, Katherine 
Eillison, Delores Thomas and 
Sandra Foster, who works a split 
shift with the Manpower Training 
Center.

There are at least 2,500 cook- 
books published each year. 
Some are useful. Others are 
merely gimmicky. One of 
tlw largest in number of 
pages may be considered a 
true primer for the begin- 
ning cook. It also has an 
author whose background is 
most unusual, even in the 
world of recipe writers. The 
book is "Cooking with Un- 
derstanding." 8i>4 pages with 
750 illustrations. It includes 
few r e c i p e s but a lot of 
basic whys and wherefores 
of cookery, by Herbert L. 
Nichols Jr. His first best- 
seller was, "Moving 
the 


Earth, the Workbook of Ex- 
cavation." Both are by his 
publishing house because no 
one else wanted to invest in 
them. 


A 1929 graduate of Colum- 


bia College, this native New 
Yorker at 63 speaks quietly 
of his use of an en *meer s 
approach to the kitcien. To 
him it is logical and not 
unusual for a man who kept 
his head above ground dur- 
ing the Depression by mov- 
ing top soil and operating all 
sizes of earth-moving equip- 
ment since the '30s to tackle 
pots and pans with no knowl- 
edge or guidance and write 
a lengthy volume for other 
neophytes. 


It all began, he explained 


recently, when his wife was 
ordered to bed after a bout 
with 
walking 
pneumonia. 


There were three children to 
feed and Nichols 
found 


housekeeper-cooks scarce 
and expensive. So he took 
over. 


44I thought I could open 


any cookbook, as they say, 
and be O.K. This wasn't 
true. Cookbooks used words 
I didn't know, such as 'saute/ 
and didn't tell me the hasir 
way to handle foods, such 
as how to crack an egg, how 
to whip and to fold." 


He also was confused and 


bothered when he encount- 
ered three recipes with the 
same name done in different 
ways. 


With the first days of frus- 


tration behind him, Nichols 
decided to apply engineer- 
ing principles to cooking. 
For example, it was scientif- 
ic to assume that if the heat 
was too high then he would 
cook the outside of a con- 
coction too fast. He also dis- 
covered that the angle of a 
spoon for scraping and stir- 
ring related to the vortex of 
the spoon bowl, etc. For five 
weeks 
t h i s

kept a daily 
e v e r y t h i n g he did in the 
kitchen. To this initial ex- 
perience he added research 
in food chemistry and cook- 
ing equipment. 


Although he is especially 


proud of the book which soon 
will come out with a silver 
cover for a bridal gift, he, 
boasts that he never used a 
TV dinner to feed his family 
and he never burned any- 
thing. 


In talking with Nichols one 


would never suspect that he 
is 
absent-minded 
but he 


claims he is. To avoid dis- 
aster 
w h e n 
following a 


recipe he said he would take 
out all ingredients, place 
them on one side and move 
each one to another place 
when used. Another experi- 
ment with dishwashing led 
to the most effective method 
but ego got in the way of its 
use. Few persons like to 
wash dishes and he is no ex- 
ception. "I found that keep- 
ing dishes and pots wet 
helped do a better cleaning 
job. 
The 
most 
efficient 


method, though, was to let 
dishes 
accumulate for 
a 


week. But the kitchen looked 
messy and I couldn't stand 
for neighbors to see my kitch- 
en that way." 


He also believes the best, 


way to freeze foods for fu- 
ture use is to cook up a 
batch of a recipe for a meal 
and freeze the surplus rath- 
er than cooking specifically 
for freezing. It is better and 
takes no extra work, he said. 
He also prefers to leave sea- 
soning with salt and pepper 
for the lime of serving. 


Following his necessary 


struggles in the kitchen and 
research for the book, he 
said he couldn't bear to walk 
through 
the 
r o o m for 


months. However, he's back 
at work using either of his 
ranges—one's electric, the 
other gas—and his electron- 
ic oven. He makes me- 
ringues each week for his 
mother who is in u nursing 
home. 


With his interest in cook- 


ing Nichols keeps fit moun- 
tain climbing which ho be- 
gan when he was 17 in the 
Adirondacks. He likes climb-

KERENS—There's three down 


and six to go for Texas Power and 
light District Manager Embry 
Ferguson. 


City councilmen here joined 


with Corsicana, Frost and 
Blooming 
Grove 
Tuesday 


evening in unanimously ap- 
proving TP&L's request for an 
across-the-board six per cent rate 
increase. Ferguson was on hand 
to present the power company's 
request and to answer questions 
from councilmen. 


Corsicana and Blooming Grove 


are the two cities within 
Ferguson's district to already 
approve the increase. The six 
communities where Ferguson 
has yet to make his presentation 
to are Powell, Barry, Richland, 
Streetman, 
Retreat 
and 


Emhouse. 


The requested rate increase, 


first for TP&L since 1951, was 
originally set at 12 per cent, 
Ferguson told the council, but 
President Nixon*s price-wage 
freeze late last summer caught 
the company unprepared. Plans 
to ask the company's 254 
customer-cities for approval of- 
an increase were put off until 
Phase II of the war en inflation 
went into effect, resulting in the 
lower six per cent figure now 
requested. 


Even with approval from each 


of the customer-cities, the Texas 
Utility Co.-owner of TP&L and 
other electrical power com- 
panies, all of which are seeking 
the six per cent increase—must 
present its request to the federal 
government's price-wage board 
for final approval. 


In other business before the 


city council Tuesday evening, 


Mayor Stoner Baker told the 
council that all mobile homes 
within the city limits may be in 
defiance of a 1968 zoning ord- 
nance. The March 5, 1968, ord- 
nance dictates that homes within 
the residentially zoned areas of 
the town have a minimum of 900 
feet of living space. 


"That 
means 
the 


council could make any zoning 
changes. 


"The way I see it," said Mayor 


Baker, "is that we can't tell her 
she can and we can't tell she 
can't." 


Mrs. Williams indicated as she 


left the meeting that she would 
proceed with her plans for

council members as to whether 
the city would be forced to lower 
the zoning restrictions regarding 
trailer homes or force those 
people already there to move. 


The situation arose out of

Jacobs replied to the mayor's 


request in a letter, stating that, in 
his opinion, mobile homes could 
not and do not meet 
the 


specifications set forth in the 
ordinance. CouncilmanTed Mayo 
observed that a mobile home with 
at least 900 square feet of living 
space would be larger trailer 
than any he had ever seen. 


Councilmen finally 
resolved 


the question by telling Mrs. 
Williams to "use 
her own 


judgment" in deciding whether to 
violate the ordnance by opening a 
trailer park. A public hearing 
would be required before the 


town opening the park. 


Held over for further study by 


the council were a request from 
three city employes for a 25 cents 
per hour salary increase and a 
plea from Mrs. Robert Ragland 
for installation of a street light at 
the corner of S. 4th and Wright 
streets. 


The council also discussed an 


offer from the Cotton Belt 
railroad for construction of 
safety gates at several street 
crossings in the city. Voters 
turned down last November a 
previous offer from the railroad 
that would have provided the city 
with safety gates in return for the 
closing of certain crossings along 
the railroad. Councilmen agreed

to give the railroad's offer fur- 
ther consideration. 


Councilman Lang told the 


council that he was considering 
opening a business in the 
downtown area that would cater 
to the town's youngsters. Com- 
plaints by many of the town's 
younger residents that "there is 
nothing to do in Kerens" led to his 
consideration of such a project, 
Lang said, and he inquired of the 
council if a permit 
were 


necessary. He was told none was 
needed so long as he used an 
existing building. 


Attending the meeting, in 


addition to Mayor Baker and 
councilmen Lang and Mayo, 
were councilmen A.H. Rollins, 
O.C. Coiner and J.L. Wharton 
and city secretary B.C. Watson.

for social security retirement 
benefits? 


A. No. You should apply 3 


months before you are 65 for your

benefits and your Medicare 
coverage. Then, as soon as you 
kno\V your new address notify 
any social security office. 


Q. I recently had my annuaf 


physical examination. Will the 
doctor's charge be paid by 
Medicare? 


A. No. Medical insurance under 


Medicare does not cover routine 


mations which are not for 


the purpose of diagnosing or 
treating specific symptoms.

ENNIS—"We're in a state of limbo right now, waiting to 


get a copy of the court hearing." This is how Lonnie Renfro, 
Business Manager of the Ennis Independent School District, 
described the situation in Ennis, where a $2.8 million bond 
issue is scheduled for March 11. 


The cause of the present dilemma is the recent San Antonio 


Federal Court decision which declared the Texas system of 
public school financing unconstitutional. The court gave the 
Texas Legislautre two years to originate a financial system 
to replace the present one which hinges on bond issues and 
property taxes. 


Renfro is hoping to have more information concerning the 


case to present to school board members at this year's first 
school board meeting Jan. 11. He also hopes to have in- 
formation concerning possible alternative fund raising 
measures for the board members to consider and react to. 


Plans are still under way to hold the March 11 bond election 


in order to be prepared in case the Appeals Court overturns 
the earlier decision. Also, the earlier court decision fails to 
indicate what fund raising means will be permissible during 
the two years the Legislature has to come up with an alter- 
native plan. 


Renfro also is anticipating a state-wide test case of the 


property tax. In such a case, a person would simply refuse to 
pay his tax citing the court ruling as his reason for non- 
compliance. This test case, when it comes, will be important 
concerning all future school financing plans. 


The March 11 bond issue will be a repeat performance for 


Ennis voters. They turned down an identical $2.8 million 
school bond at the polls Sept. 25, 1971.
